Applicants' response of July 20, 2009, to the Action on the Merits of this case mailed 
May 19, 2009, is acknowledged. It is acknowledged that no new claims have been added and 
Claims 60 and 223 have been amended. Claims 1, 27, 33, 40, 45, 48, 57, 60, 98, 100, 106, 126, 
131, 142, 173-175, 180, 185, 190, 196, 198, 202, 204-206, 212-214, 218-221, and 223-229 are 
pending. Claims 1,27,33,40,45,48,57, 100, 106, 126, 131,141,173, 174, 205, 206, and 214 
were previously withdrawn from further as being drawn to nonelected inventions. Claims 60, 
98, 175, 180, 185, 190, 196, 198, 202, 204, 212, 213, 218-221, and 223-229 are hereby 
reconsidered.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 60, 98, 175, 185, and 223-229 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

All allowable claims, Claims 60, 98, 175, 185, and 223-229, are limited to an isolated, 
synthetic, or recombinant polypeptide set forth by SEQ ID NO: 42, variants thereof, and 
compositions thereof. The utility of the polypeptide set forth by SEQ ID NO: 42, as having 
protease activity, is credible based on the activity of said polypeptide to cleave a Zein, SBTI, SB- 
lectin, and WG-lectin (Table 3). Based on said activities, the skilled artisan would believe that, 
more likely than not, the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 42 has real world uses in detergents and 
feed or food compositions. Therefore, the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 42 has a specific, 
substantial, and credible patentable utility.
